Applicants' arguments with respect to the effective filing date of this applicants and the 
fact they filed a terminal disclaimer indicates that applicants acknowledge that the disclosed 
sintered scintillator of U.S. patent 6,630,077 is inherently transparent, despite the fact the patent 
is silent as to this property. Thus the claim limitation that the scintillator is sintered and 
transparent was implicitly taught in U.S. 6,630,077, one of the parent applications for this 
application and accordingly, this limitation has an effective filing date of 1 1 October 2001 . There 
is no question of a 35 USC 102(f) rejection since this subject matter is not claimed in U.S. 
6,630,077, only disclosed. See MPEP 2137. There is evidence in the file showing the claimed 
invention was owned by, or subject to an obligation of assignment to, the same entity as U.S. 
6,630,077 at the time this invention was made, or was subject to a joint research agreement at the 
time this invention was made. Therefore, this reference is disqualified as prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 103(c).
